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It is generally the biggest bubbles 
that gel to the-top. .And it is cer¬ 
tainly so under capitalism. 

By the way, the rotundity of Taft 
expres.ses the real Republican idea 
of the full dinner paiP Think of 
the many tliat must be famished un¬ 
der the capitalist system in order 
tliat one may be well fc<l! 

This is a good time. Mr. Work¬ 
ingman, to get up m meeting and 
ask the Republican spellbinders 
and platform monkey - workers 
where that “full dinner pail” has 
/one to. and why the Republicans 
did not keep it in evidence' And 
then watch ’em squirm! 

It was high time the American 
Federation of Labor woke up to the 
political situation. This helping to 
elect capitalist representatives to i 
make the laws and then going on 
one’s knees to them begging for la¬ 
bor legislation and systematically 
getting left, cannot suit the working 
class very tong.

Here is a curious fact that shows clearly the trtmetidous fliffer- 
ence between the cleincntary ffirm of private property am? its conqiictest 
fievelopment, in the stock conqiany. When a mamifarilircr is the real 
owner of his factory, when he is pcrsfmally the proiv.-jetor and the 
head it is only when he goes bankrupt that his /’TofAfn eoities under 
democratic rule. Imnifiliateiy after the failure a denioaiacv of crcflit- 
ors is formed. Article 507 of tlie Commercial Code.sais this; 

"Tlx crcflitors in council and the lianknipt riehtcr can only 
eonx to tlx settlement after the following fonnatiries Iinvc Ixcn ful- 
fillefl. The settlement can only he made by the action of a number of 
creditors forming a majority and representing morcovi-r three-quar¬ 
ter* of the hiital amount flue.” 

.Nod article-.120 stipulates: 

“Unless some other agrecnxnt Ls mme to, the creditors shall he 
legally id a state of assoc'iation." Anfl from that moment the majority 
flOTfle*. Tile assets are put tinder the control of the associatifin. .Anil 
the majoritv can order the receivei to continue the working f)f these 
assets, for instance, to ke^ tlx factory going or tlx bu'-iness miming. 
So the nde of the majority,-which is the normal life tif stfick com- 
nanies, only interferes in the case of really personal projxnv at the mo¬ 
ment of flisaster. When (xnonal jntfjxrty goes under, tl.fii the nH-tliOfl 
of treatment applied to it reminds one. in certain aspects at least, of the 
regular management of sltare property. What a difference Ixtwccn 
the several kinds of pravte property, what a gulf separates them! 

In* really private propertv the owner is wliolly aesixinsible. In 
stock cmmunicii. the responsibility of the owner is mhici d to the lt>w- 
est possible prooortion*. .Article .y of the Cftnunerefai ftkle says, on 
the subject of Limttefl Liability (.’ompdnies: "Tlie nxinlxTs .nr tinly 
liable for the amount of their interest in the society,” 

Tlx shareltolder does not answer for the obligation' of tlx com- 
{Hiny with the wltole of his fortune; he is only ssi*{xmsible to the 
amount of the shares that he has in that rompany. It is .i sqiarate lot 
of property that luis,.oo relation to the mass of private [>ro|xrty of 
the stockholder. Even if the shareholder has been guilty of the grav¬ 
est fanlLs, even if. through neglect or incaptcifa he has allowed 
stufiid or dishonest directors to compromise the Interr'N of a third 
person, he is only liable to the amount of his stock. .VII the rest of 
his fortune, all the rest of his economic personality ia, so far as that 
business is concerned, as if it were not. . 

And better still. The liability of the dlrcctora Ives, of tlx 

men who have been given tlx resiinnsibility of itanagi:i? the Utiiness 
by the general meeting of stockholders, and have “accqilcd it. ts 
strictly limited. .-Article 32 of the Code cays; “The directors are only 
responsible for the sum they have received. They do is>l incur anv 
jxrsonal obligations for the indebtedness cf-ihe coiupaii-. by reason of 
their management.” 

I am really amazed at the people who tell ns that tlie 'cgime.of 
democratic communism and universal cooperation wi(L when a|>plird to 
industry, diminish restxvisibility to the vanishing point, when tlx ven 
evolution of private property has resulted in its abolialiing full and ef¬ 
fective responsibility of the managers and owners and -nili'iitiiting for 
it the fragmentary and limned rcs|x>nsibility of the s'lxk cnnijianies. 

And what suppleness, what an almost indefinite iarulty of meta¬ 
morphosis this’ supreme forni of private property displais. f «.in|iare 
the provisions that facilitate ihc transformation of psojerty in .stock 
cnnifMinic* with the ditfinilties of every kind. legal ceonontic. that 
complicate the transmi.ssion of real estate or (xtsoiu! l.ri'incss enter¬ 
prises. 

.Article .34 says; ^ 

"The capital df a limiteil liability company is dtvi^nl ni sliarcs and 
even in coupons of equal value." ' 

Article 3.S sav*: \ztr. 

"The share may take the fonn of securities paTTl'ilc to Ixarer. 
In that case they may be transferred by the tn^fjy of the se¬ 
curity.” ■ 

A change in owner* of the property is made hysCtt. valid by the 
simple handing over of a securitv from one person Irisctlv-’r. 

But the most noteworthy thing is this. Since iWc is no jxrsonal 
tic whatever between tlx proprielcr' and hi* poperty, between the 
shardiolder and hit slnre, what difference can it laake to him whether 
his property is in the farm of railwajr stock or sfasies in a mine, or 
any secur^ whatever in any. iodusttyr wtetmr, pwvidril only that he 
can hope tar the same dfvidend?

In this memorable year •.some¬ 
thing more firofutind than doctrine 
agitated the souls of the workers, 
and L’nionists.

In 1SS5 a hundreit workingmen, 
rqircsenting .V) groujis, came to¬ 
gether in Brussels 10 discuss what 
they should ilo.

To the thought of every one 
the condition of the workers ha<l 
become unbearable, and tlic longing 
for unity among the working class 
was profound.
